11,  1907,  hereinabove  recited,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Gentlemen  : — I  transmit  herewith  for  consideration  by 
your  Honorable  Bodies  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  erection  and  equip- 
ment of  a  building  and  play  apparatus  at  Starr  Garden 
Park." 

This  ordinance  provides  for  the  appropriation  of  twen- 
ty-five  thousand    (25,000)    dollars  for   the   erection   and 
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equipment  of  a  building  in  Starr  Garden  Park,  which 
buikling  is  to  be  used  for  recreation.  The  Playgrounds 
Association  have  agreed  that  when  this  money  is  expended 
by  the  City  they  will  maintain  the  same  and  conduct  the 
playground  adjoining  in  a  model  and  systematic  manner, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  ]\Iayor.  They  are  ready  to 
assume  their  portion,  of  the  work  at  once,  and  I  would 
urge  that  immediate  action  be  taken  in  order  that  this 
money  may  be  available  and  the  building  placed  in  order 
before  the  warm  weather  arrives. 

The  location  of  Starr  Garden  Pa/k  renders  it,  perhaps, 
an  ideal  site  for  the  location  of  a  playground  and  recrea- 
tion building,  and  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  Avould 
certainly  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  children  and  others 
residing  in  that  section.  As  a  beginning  of  a  comprehen- 
sive and  broad  system  of  playgrounds,  it  should  be  carried 
out  in  a  creditable  manner,  and  the  expense  should  not 
deter  your  Honorable  Bodies  from  providing  a  building 
and  playground  that  will  serve  as  a  standard  for  all  other 
sections  of  the  City.  Plans  have  already  been  drawn  for 
the  building,  and  contain,  in  addition  to  recreation  rooms, 
the  gymnasium,  with  shower  baths  attached,  and  will  be 
adapted  for  the  use  of  adults  as  well  as  children. 

As  there  will  be  no  cost  for  maintenance,  and  as  the 
Playgrounds  Association  will  supervise  the  running  of  the 
building,  I  would  strongly  urge  that  the  amount  requested 
be  appropriated.

Gentlemen  : — We,  your  Committee  on  Highways,  to 
whom  was  referred  bills  to  authorize  the  repaving  of 
Market  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  the  bridge  over 
the  Schuylkill  river,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  care- 
fully considered  the  subject,  and  given  the  widest  latitude 
to  a  discussion  of  the  condition  of  the  street  and  the  va- 
rious kinds  of  pavements  and  their  suitability  for  use  on 
Market  street.  Representatives  of  the  Market  Street  Mer- 
chants' Association,  Retail  Merchants'  Association,  East- 
ern Market  Street  Business  Men's  Association,  Philadel- 
phia Team  O^^mers'  Protective  Association,  the  Societies 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  and  experts  on 
wood  appeared  with  samples  of  various*  kinds,  and  very 
miich  valuable  information  was  obtained  by  the  Committee. 

As  a  result  of  the  investigation,  the  Committee  believes 
that  a  wood  block  pavement  laid  on  a  concrete  base  would 
meet  the  demands  made  and  produce  the  best  results,  and 
greatly  lend  assistance  to  the  merchants  in  the  conduct 
of  their  business.  Having  reached  this  conclusion,  the 
kind  of  wood  block  was  next  considered,  and  from  the  in- 
vestigation by  the  Committee  and  the  statements  of  the 
various  interests  on  the  street,  and  the  experience  of 
several  Eastern  cities,  we  believe  that  a  treated  pine  block 
is  the  proper  pavement  to  use  at  this  time. 

The  Market  Street  Merchants'  Association  in  their  mem- 
orial petitioned  to  the  Mayor  and  Councils  that : 

"In  awarding  the  contract  for  Market  street  we 
would  respectfiilly  call  attention  to  the  wooden  block 
pavements  of  New  York  City  and  Boston,  suggest- 
ing that  inquiries  be  made  as  to  the  manufacturers 
of  wooden  blocks  in  use  there  and  the  specifications 
employed,  with  a  view  of  adopting  similar  preserv- 
ative treatment  for  the  blocks  and  awarding  the  con- 
tract to  the  contractors  who  can  show  the  best  results 
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for  the  longest  period  of  use.  If  the  above  recom- 
mendations are  followed,  we,  as  the  merchants  of 
Market  street,  are  willing  to  assume  full  responsi- 
bility for  our  selections" 

It  annears  from  the  statement  and  evidence  produced 
before  the  Committee,  that  the  blocks  referred  to  by  the 
merchants  were  creosoted  pine  blocks  manufactured  by 
the  United  States  Wood  Preserving  Company,  and  had 
given  entire  satisfaction  in  the  cities  of  l^ew  York,  Boston 
and  Baltimore  as  to  first  cost,  durability,  smoothness,  san- 
itation, noiselessness  and  ease  of  traction  and  repair.  With 
Market  street '  paved  with  wooden  blocks  of  this  descrip- 
tion, and  well  lighted  at  night,  we  feel  that  the  City  will 
have  a  street  of  which  it  can  be  justly  proud.  We  most 
heartily  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  merchants  as 
to  character  of  material  and  urge  the  speedy  commence- 
ment of  the  work. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  no  funds 
have  been  appropriated  for  the  repaving  of  Market  street, 
we  suggest  that  the  Committee  on  Finance  make  provision 
for  the  work.

improvement  of  police  and  fire  alarm  system,  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  thousand  (275,000)  dollars;  for 
sites,  buildings  and  equipment  for  police  and  fire  stations, 
two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (275,000)  dollars; 
for  the  improvement  of  small  parks,  forty  thousand

for  improvements  in  Fairmount  and  Hunting  Parks,  to 
wit:  improvement  and  construction  of  drives,  walks  and 
works  of  a  permanent  description,  one  hundred  and  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (102,500)  dollars;  for  improve- 
ment of  Hunting  Park,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars; 
for  dredging  the  Schuylkill  river,  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars;  for  extension  of  river  wall,  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars;  for  improvement  of  Peters  Island,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  in  all,  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety  thousand  (190,000)  dollars;  for  the  Park- 
way, one  milHon  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  Children's  play- 
grounds, one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  for 
the  improvement  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  river 
fronts  and  channels,  four  hundred  thousand  (400,000) 
dollars;  and  to  restore  to  the  general  fund  moneys  paid 
out  on  mandamuses  for  permanent  improvements,  one  mil- 
lion five  hundred  thousand   (1,500,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  said  loan  or  loans,  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days 
of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the 
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fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Certificates 
of  said  loan  or  loans  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lender  or  lenders  may  require,  in  the  sums 
of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  and  its  multiples,  in  regis- 
tered or  coupon  form,  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  cer- 
tificates that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  is  payable  thirty 
years  after  date  thereof,  and  that  the  principal  and  interest 
on  the  said  loan  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  is  hereby  levied,  by  force  of  this 
ordinance,  an  annual  tax  of  six  and  one-quarter  (6^)  per 
centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificates  so  issued,  to 
pay  the  interest  and  also  the  principal  of  such  loan  within 
thirty  years ;  and  there  is  hereby  annually  appropriated 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  out  of  the 
tax  so  collected,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  said  loan,  and  also  the  principal  thereof,  within  thirty 
years,  and  as  the  same  becomes  payable.  The  appropri- 
ation for  interest  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  and  for  the 
Sinking  Fund  quarterly  to  the  said  Commissioners.

Gentlemen: — Eeplying  to  the  joint  resolution  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies,  passed  June  17,  1909,  in  which  you 
express  the  hope  that  this  Company  would  reconsider  and 
readjust  the  fare  question,  so  that  the  sale  of  strip  tickets 
might  be  restored,  we  beg  to  lay  before  you  the  following 
facts : 

For  the  current  year,  beginning  July  1,  1909,  the  in- 
terest, rental  and  sinking  fund  charges  of  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  (including .  the  interest  on  the 
whole  of  the  $5,000,000  of  bonds  recently  issued  with  the 
consent  of  Councils)  will  amount  to  $8,416,056.30. 

(These  charges  will  be  increased  beginning  in  1912 
by  sinking  fund  payments  for  the  benefit  of  the  City, 
as  well  as  sinking  fund  payments  under  the  said  issue 
of  bonds ;  the  City  Sinking  Fund  being  so  arranged 
as  to  produce  $30,000,000  in  the  following  forty-five 
years. ) 

These  payments  are  the  binding  and  legal  obligations 
of  the  Company  and  must  be  met.  They  are  due  to  over 
25-,000  different  stockholders  and  bondholders,  most  of 
whom  are  citizens  of  Philadelphia.  In  addition  they  are 
a  moral  obligation  both  of  the  Company  and  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  for  they  were  recognized  and  confirmed 
by  the  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  and  all  talk  about  a  re- 
duction or  adjustment  of  these  charges  is  mere  agitation, 
which  cannot  possibly  have  any  practical  effect.

If,  therefore,  there  is  no  change  in  the  taxes  for  the 
coming  year,  the  Company  will  stand  obligated  to  pay  out 
of  its  r<'ceipts  from  passengers  by  way  of  fixed  charges, 
licenses  and  taxes,  $9,890,049.67. 

(As  already  stated,  upwards  of  $2,600,000  of  this 
amount  is  paid  out  for  the  public  benefit.) 

The  figures  for  operation  for  the  year  1909  ar& 
not  yet  made  up.  Taking  the  year  1908  as  a  basis,  we 
find  tliat  the  Company's  expenses  were :

As  is  known,  the  increase  in  the  wages  of  motormen 
and  conductors  will  add  approximately  $280,000  to  the 
expense  during  the  coming  year,  so  that  the  Company  must 
take  in  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910  :

To  estimate  the  rcceij)ts  there  are  two  factors  to  be

Now,  as  to  the  rate  per  passenger : 

For  the  nine_  months  ending  A23ril  1,  1909,  which  in- 
cluded a  period  when  the  new  transfer  order  was  in  effect 
and  before  strip  tickets  were  withdrawn  from  sale,  the 
average  fare  per  passenger  was  3.90. 

If  strip  tickets  were  restored,  as  requested  by  Councils, 
and  if  the  estimate  of  500,000,000  should  prove  correct, 
the  receipts  of  the  Company  for  the  current  year  would 

be:

or  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  less  than  the  absolute  re- 
quirements of  the  Company. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  average  fare  now  being  received 
per  passenger  is  about  4.18.

Again,  assuming  that  the  Company  will  carry 
500,000,000  passengers,  and  applying  the  present  average 
per  passenger,  we  get  estimated  receipts  for  the  current 
year  of:

If  this  estimate  proves  correct  it  will  leave  about  three 
per  cent,  on  the  $30,000,000  cash  capital  of  the  Kapid 
Transit  Company.

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All  of  these  figures  for  the  current  year,  except  the  fixed 
charges,  are  necessarily  estimates,  and  the  results  are  sub- 
ject to  change  if  the  taxes  or  expenses  should  be  increased 
or  reduced,  or  the  number  of  passengers  or  average  rate 
per  passenger  should  vary.  The  actual  figures,  however, 
for  past  years,  on  which  these  estimates  are  based,  have 
been  given,  and,  we  submit,  show  conclusively  to  every  fair- 
minded  person  that  the  Company  is  not  in  a  position  to 
restore  strip  tickets.

From  the  'Tublic  Ledger"  of  Friday,  June  i,  1909. 

Raw  water  goes  to  large  district.  Breaking  of  a  great 
pump  at  Torresdale  causes  interruption  of  service.  Four 
wards  affected.  Present  plants  not  capable  of  giving 
the  filtered  supply  to  all  the  City. 

Pending  the  completion,  of  the  Queen  Lane  filtration 
plant  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  found  itself 
compelled  to  establish  a  raw  water  district.  Combined, 
the  Roxborough,  Belmont,  and  Torresdale  filtration  plants 
cannot  furnish  sufficient  filtered  water  for  the  whole  City 
during  the  summer,  when  the  consumption  is  greater  than 
at  any  other  season  of  the  year. 

The  breaking  down  of  one  of  the  40,000,000-galloii 
centrifugal  pumps  at  Torresdale  yesterday  hastened 
the  adoption  of  the  plan  to  meet  this  increased  demand 
by  supplying  raw  water  to  a  limited  district.  This  raw 
water  service  was  started  last  night,  and  householders  in 
this  district  are  warned  by  Director  Steams  to  boil  all 
City  water  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  raw  Avater  district  comprises  portions  of  the  2Sth, 
29th,  32d,  and  38th  Wards,  or  all  of  the  territory  embraced 
within  the  following  boundaries:  Between  Aspen  street, 
near  Brown  street  and  the  Pennsylvania  avenue  subway 
on  the  south,  and  Allegheny  avenue  and  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  on  the  north,  and  westward  to  Fair- 
mount  Park,  from  Twenty-seventh  street  between  Aspen 
street  and  Ridge  avenue  and  the  line  of  the  Connecting 
Railroad  or  New  York  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, between  Ridge  avenue  and  I^orth  Philadelphia  Sta- 
tion at  Broad  street,  as  shown  on  the  accompanying  map 
of  'the  raw  water  district. 

Chief  Dunlap  explained  that  the  raw  water  would  be 
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supplied  from  the  Qiieeu  lane  reservoir,  but  before  enter- 
ing the  mains  would  be  purified  to  a  large  extent  by.  ten 
days'  sedimentation.  Bacteriological  tests  of  the  raw 
water  in  this  reservoir  yesterday  showed  that  it  contained 
only  120  bacteria  per  cubic  centimetre.  The  standard  for 
the  filtered  water  supply  is  less  than  100.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  the  normal,  regular,  ordinary 
revenues  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  years  as  stated,  and 
bear  in  mind  that  these  revenues  by  no  means  are  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  bills  of  the  City,  and  also,  while  reading, 
remember  that  there  is  no  business  department  of  the  City 
government  which  is  self-supporting  and  that  the  expense 
of  each  department  is  in  excess  of  its  receii^ts.

N'ow,  with  this  clear,  clean-cut  showing  of  this  City's 
receipts  before  you,  we  proceed  next  to  show  you,  just 
as  clearly,  where  your  money  goes  and  what  is  done  with  it.

Just  ^yhy  this  Money  is  Spent. 

As  an  interested  reader,  noticing  the  increases  in  the 
expenses  of  the  City,  you  will  easily  note  in  the  above: 

First. — The  great  increases  in  mandamus  executions  in 
1907,  made  necessary  by  the  payment  in  that  year  of 
$1,911,780.72  to  the  filtration  contractor,  awarded  by  Hon. 
Samuel  Gustine  Thompson,  referee  in  the  dispute  between 
the  City  and  the  contractor  for  payments  held  up  by  Mayor 
Weaver. 

Seco7id. — The  enormous  amounts  necessarily  paid  out  in 
1907  and  1908  over  the  previous  years  for  interest  and 
loan  refunding. 

Third. — The  nearly  double  amount  which  the  City  Com- 
missioners were  obliged  to  use  in  1906,  1907  and  1908 
over  1903,  because  of  the  new  election  and  registration 
laws. 

Fourth. — The  increase  of  two  and  a  quarter  millions,  or 
50  per  cent.,  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  Phila- 
dcl]ihia. 

Fifth. — The  increase  in  the  expenses  of  the  Department 
of  Supplies  from  fifteen  thousand  in  1903  to  eighteen 
hundred  thousand  in  1908,  and  remember  that  practically 
every  dollars  of  this  increase,  now  charged  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Supplies,  Avas  previously  divided  up  and  charged 
to  the  other  City  Departments  for  which  the  supplies  are 
now  purchased,  so  that  the  real  and  actual  expenses  of 
the  various  other  departments  and  bureaus  should  be  ma- 
terially increased  by  the  sums  which  are  now  charged  up 
against  the  Department  of  Supplies. 

Sixth.  That  two  and  one-fifth  millions  spent  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways  in  1903,  Avhich  dropped  to  one  and 
one-third  millions  in  190G,  and  which  is  increased  to  the 
neighborhood  of  nearly  five  millions  in  1908,  owing  to  the 
consolidation  with  the  Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning.

Seventh. — The  increase  of  over  a  million  dollars  in  the 
Bnrean  of  Surveys,  made  necessary  by  the  great  boule- 
vards, park  extensions,  Parkway,  and  City  improvements, 
practically  all  of  which  are  held  up  on  account  of  lack 
of  money. 

Eighth.  The  enormous  sums  spent  for  water  and  fil- 
tration, which  do  not  show  the  many  thousands  of  dollars 
which  are  charged  up  to  the  Department  of  Supplies, 
and — note  this  particularly — do  not  show  the  millions  of 
dollars  borrowed,  for  which  bonds  have  been  issued,  for 
the  water  and  filtration  systems. 

Ninth. — The  amounts  spent  on  City  property,  which 
includes  fire  houses,  police  stations,  patrol  houses,  branch 
tax  offices,  branch  water  bureau  officess,  etc.,  which  have 
not  been  charged  against  these  various  bureaus,  but  which 
is  charged  under  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

Tenth. — The  small  amount — the  same  now  as  seven 
years  ago — ^that  you  have  been  able  to  spend  on  your  Fire 
Bureau  for  the  protection  of  your  City. 

Eleventh.- — The  quite  evident  shortage  of  funds  which 
has  prevented  the  extension  of  your  system  of  police  pro- 
tection, and  the  small  comparative  increase  of  1908  over 
1903  by  no  means  keeps  pace  with  your  rapidly  increasing 
population  and  ever  enlarging  residential  and  manufac- 
turing areas  that  are  demanding  and  need  better  protec- 
tion. 

Any  further  delay  in  immediately  and  adequately  meet- 
ing the  requirements  of  the  fire  and  police  bureaus 
threatens  the  safety  of  your  people  and  the  proper  safe- 
guard of  your  property,  and  is  also  bound  to  bring  about 
radical  measures  from  the  Fire  Underwriters  controlling 
the  insurance  rates. 

Tivelfth.  The  increase  to  over  two  million  dollars  in 
outstanding  warrants — money  which  the  City  owes  to  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia  from  whom  it  purchases  supplies 
and  is  unable  to  pay. 

Having  firmly  fixed  in  your  mind  the  total  receipts, 
including  borrowed  money,  and  the  total  expenses,  you 
may  compare  the  same  with  this  result : 
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But  in  the  receipts  for  1904  are  iucliided  over  sixteen 
and  a  half  million  dollars  in  borroAved  money,  in  1907  are 
included  nearly  seven  million  dollars  in  borrowed  money, 
and  then  showed  a  loss  of  four  and  one-half  million  dol- 
lars, and  in  1908  the  figures  of  receipts  include  over  twen- 
ty-one million  dollars  borrowed,  and  in  addition  money 
was  borrowed  in  every  other  year,  so  that  the  actual,  honest, 
won't-be-fooled  receipts  were  as  follows :

And  you  find  that  in  the  past  six  years  you  have  been 
obliged  to  go  into  debt  for  ordinary  City  expenses  the 
enormous  sum  of  $11,668,172.61,  and  every  reader  knows 
that  this  is  the  condition,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to-day  has  not  one  of  its  depart- 
ments up  to  standard.

This  is  your  condition  to-day:  You  have  halted  your  pub- 
lic improvements.  Your  departments  are  without  money 
with  which  to  finish  the  year.  You  have  practically  reached 
the  limit  of  your  borrowing  capacity.  The  law  does  not 
permit  you  to  borrow  any  more  money  without  increasing 
the  property  assessment,  which  anyhow  could  not  be  done 
until  1910.  The  filtration  plant  is  working  to  its  limit  and 
yet  this  City  has  not  a  sufficient  amount  of  filtered  w^ater. 
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Scarcity  for  Departments. 

In  no  year  has  this  City  had  tlie  mone}'  available  for 
appropriation  to  its  different  departments  anywhere  near 
the  amonnts  of  money  needed  by  them — actually  needed, 
mind  you — and  because  of  lack  of  funds  City  Councils, 
dividing  its  money  as  best  it  could,  has  been  obliged  to 
cut  and  cut  its  ap])ropriations  from  current  revenues  to 
the  lowest  possible  figure.     This  table  tells  the  story :

of  what  they  asked  for,  or  a  reduced  appropriation  of 
over  $10,000,000.

It  is  for  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  to  say  to-day  how 
long  this  condition  can  continue. 

Yoirr  Taxes  arc  hy  no  Means  Sufficient. 

In  the  past  it  was  hoped — not  actually  thought,  but 
hoped — that  the  natural  increase  in  City  revenues  from 
taxation  would  materially  help,  owing  to  the  natural  in- 
crease in  the  valuation  of  improved  city  property,  without 
increasing  the  tax  rate,  and  also  without  increasing  the 
property  assessment,  but  the  receipts  from  taxes  have  not 
shown  more  than  a  normal  increase  and  by  no  means  suffi- 
cient to  offset  the  steadily  increasing  deficit  year  after 
year ;  the  receipts  from  taxes,  current,  delinquent.  State 
delinquent,  personal  and  poll,  already  given  in  detail  in 
the  first  table,  having  been  as  follows :

As  late  as  Wednesday,  May  19,  1909,  the  ''Public 
Ledger"  said:  "Politicians  are  becoming  more  and  more 
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skeptical  as  to  the  City  being  able  to  get  along  on  a  $1.50 
tax  rate.  Even  the  Republican  party  leaders  *  *  *  point 
ont  that  if  all  suburban  and  farm  properties  were  assessed 
next  year  at  the  full  City  rate  of  $1.50,  the  additional 
tax  yield  therefrom  would  not  exceed  $600,000,  while 
for  all  practical  purposes,  any  reclassification  that  might 
properly  be  made  would  not  increase  the  revenues  more 
than  $2*^50,000  at  the  outside." 

And  the  "North  American,"  on  the  same  day,  in  placing 
the  added  revenue  by  this  plan  at  between  $500,000  and 
$550,000,  says:  "And  this  amount,  it  was  asserted,  will 
be  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket  to  the  additional  millions 
required." 

And  also,  on  the  same  day,  the  "Record"  says:  "The 
total  increase  in  receipts  under  this  plan  would  be  only 
$522,000,  which  would  not  be  enough  to  pay  the  increased 
fixed  charges  incident  to  the  loans  negotiated  during  the 
present  regime."

Or,  if  the  plan  was  carried  out,  only  an  additional 
revenue  of  exactly  $52.2,533.05 — as  the  "North  American" 
quotes — "Not  a  drop  in  the  bucket." 

Some  have  argued  for  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate  from 
$1.50  to  $1.85,  the  rate  when  Mayor  Weaver  took  office, 
and  by  whom  the  rati^  was  reduced  to  $1.50.  But  in 
doing  so,,  he  increased  ihe  property  assessment  in  propor- 
tion to  meet  the  reduction,  so  that  no  one's  taxes  were 
less.  The  exact  figures  are:  in  1903,  the  assessed  val- 
uation was  $911,968,674,  and  the  vield  in  taxes  at  $1.85 
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was  $16,343,957.28,  while  in  1904,  by  raising  the  as- 
sessed valnation  to  $1,162,074,023  the  yield  at  $1.50  was 
$16,872,055.67,  which  made  the  taxpayers  pay  over 
$500,000  extra  at  the  $1.50  tax  rate  than  they  did  at  $1.85. 
And  if  the  tax  rate  was  now  increased  to  $1.85  you  would 
not  only  be  paying  a  23  per  cent,  increase  in  the  tax  rate, 
but  an  increased  tax  on  the  increased  property  assessment 
as  wpII. 

Even  This  Great  Ealse  is  Not  Enough. 

Let  us  see  where  this  would  put  you.  Your  total  prop- 
erty assessment  for  this  year  (1909)  is  $1,315,269,657. 
A  general  35  cent  advance  all  around — city,  suburban, 
farm,  and  all — would  mean  an  increase  in  tax  receipts 
(and  it  could  not  be  done  until  1910,  remember)  of 
$4,603,433.79,  which  is  millions  short  of  what  you  abso- 
lutely need,  and  in  any  event  not  available  for  the  mil- 
lions needed  for  this  year,  and  in  reality  a  rate  of  $2.2Q 
on  the  same  basis  of  assessed  valuation  as  existed  in  1903. 

With  the  present  condition  of  business,  the  thousands 
out  of  employment,  the  struggle  of  merchants  and  man- 
ufacturers alike  to  get  along,  the  ever  increasing  cost 
of  food  and  household  necessities,  this  is  no  time  to  even 
discuss  further  increased  taxes  or  increased  assessments, 
especially  as  such  an  increase  would  not  save  the  City's 
financial  shortage,  but  it  is  the  time  to  take  the  only  step 
that  will  bring  the  City  the  revenue  it  needs,  and  that 
without  burden  to  the  taxpayer. 

Shortage  for  Permanent  Improvements, 

Do  you  know  that  for  permanent  improvements  you 
only  spent  $92,000  in  1908  out  of  current  revenues,  be- 
cause you  had  no  money  and  you  needed  even  larger  sums 
than  you  spent  in  years  past,  and  this  table  tells  the  story 
of  amounts  expended :

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As  to  Your  Money  Borrowed  by  Bonds. 

It  is  the  most  apparent  fact  in  the  world  tliat  the  issuing 
of  bonds  does  not  provide  any  more  than  temporary  relief 
for  straightened  financial  difficnlties,  as  borrowed  money 
is  simply  a  perpetual  debt-increaser. 

The  law  of  Pennsylvania  jn-ovides  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia may  borrow  money  for  improvements  by  the  issue 
and  sale  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  seven  per  cent,  of  its 
taxable  real  estate  valuation. 

All  such  bonds  are  issued  for  a  period  of  thirty  years, 
and  each  year  there  must  be  set  aside — and  the  money 
comes  from  the  current  receipts  of  the  City — one-thirtieth 
of  the  amount  of  the  bond,  so  that  when  the  bond  falls 
due  there  will  be  in  what  are  called  "Sinking  Funds," 
and  also  called  ''Refunding,''  the  full  amount  of  money 
necessary  to  pay  off  the  bonds  and  pay  the  bond  holders. 
In  addition  to  this  money  laid  aside  each  year,  there  must 
also  be  paid  each  year  the  interest  on  these  bonds,  and 
this  interest  also  comes  out  of  the  City's  current  receipts. 

The  bonds  outstanding  at  the  present  time,  issued  by 
the  City  for  borrowed  money,  are  shown  complete  and  in 
detail  in  the  table  on  the  opposite  page.  This  table  is 
given  to  show  the  accuracy  of  the  figures,  although  the 
reader  is  j)robably  interested  only  in  the  general  totals.

This  table  is  the  most  striking  presentation  of  the  City's 
bond  condition  ever  printed  and  is  taken  from  the  reg- 
ular reports  made  by  the  City  oflicials,  though  never  before 
given  in  this  combined  form. 
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The  amount  of  money  that  it  cost  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  interest  and  band  refunding  on  its  borrowed 
money  each  yciii  from  1903  to  the  present  time — every 
dollar  of  which  cuts  down  the  money  available  for  City 
e.xpensos — is  shown  in  the  following:

You  will  do  well  to  constantly  remember  that  on  your 
water  loans  of  $30,903,000,  it  cost  $1,971,925  for  1909- 
to  carry  these  loans. 

On  January  1,  1909,  the  borrowing  capacity  of  Phila- 
delphia was  $5,750,423.19,  with  over  $8,000,000  to  pay 
in  1909  for  interest  and  refunding  on  money  already  bor- 
rowed, with  the  City  showing  a  deficit  on  that  date  of 
$11,068,172.61,  with  all  departments  far  short  of  money 
for  1909,  with  no  prospects  of  money  from  any  source, 
and  on  May  13,  1909,  Common  Council  authorized  the 
borrowing  of  $5,739,700,  of  which  $725,000  is  for  ad- 
ditional filtration  beds  at  Queen  lane,  and  to-day  there 
is  $1.30  in  the  City  Treasury  unappropriated. 
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Scarcity  of  Money  for  Ordinary  Expenses.

That  shows  your  scarcity  of  money  in  a  way  it  cannot 
be  dodged. 
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An  increase  in  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City 
and  a  reduction  in  its  expenses  is  absolutely  necessary  at 
this  time,  and  the  increase  should  come  without  any  ad- 
ditional burdens  of  taxation  upon  the  people,  and  the  de- 
crease should  be  effected  without  impairing  the  efficiency 
of  any  branch  of  the  City's  government  or  operation. 

Surely,  this  previous  complete  statement  shows  a  con- 
dition that  calls  for  immediate  cure. 

The  Advantage  of  Leased  Property  as  Shown  by  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Lease. 

]N^o  one  can  gainsay  the  immense  amount  of  profit  to 
the  City  and  to  the  people  of  Philadelphia  that  has  been 
effected  by  the  beneficial  workings  of  the  lease  of  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company. 

Under  the  City  operation  of  the  old  gas  jolant,  you  had 
gas  house  politics,  poor  gas,  poor  service,  insufficient  pres- 
sure, poor  illumination,  scanty  supply,  impaired  gas  mains, 
imperfect  connections  and  a  yearly  loss  to  the  City  from 
the  operation  of  its  gas  works  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars,  and  a  dissatisfied  city. 

To-day  you  have  the  finest  gas,  the  best  gas  system  and 
the  best  service  to  be  found  in  this  country,  and  the  munic- 
ipality receives  not  only  free  gas  for  its  many  purposes 
and  for  its  own  use,  but,  in  addition,  the  City  Treasury 
has  received  in  cash  under  the  terms  of  the  lease,  from 
the  present  gas  company,  from  September  30,  1898,  a 
total  sum  of  $6,221,119.16,  the  income  for  the  past  six 
years  having  been  as  follows :

In  addition  to  this  financial  income,  without  a  dollar 
of  expenses,  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  the  U. 
G.  I.  on  betterments,  which,  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease, 
revert  and  become  the  property  of  the  City,  without  ex- 
pense and  without  cost,  amounts  so  far  to  over  $14,000,000. 

Had  Philadelphia  continued  its  own  operation  of  the 
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gas  works,  the  big  annual  deficit  and  the  borrowing  of 
millions  to  improve  them  would  have  made  the  filtration 
plant  and  other  public  improvements  impossible. 

It  is  a  positive  financial  fact  that  the  turning  of  our 
public  service  department  into  sources  of  sound,  safe,  net 
revenue  to  the  City,  instead  of  conducting  them  at  a  great 
expense,  loss  and  deficit,  has  tended  to  benefit  the  City's 
credit. 

You7'  Great  Loss  is  in  Your  Water  Worlcs. 

The  most  important  and  most  glaring  loss  that  confronts 
the  City  to-day  is  that  occasioned  by  the  operation  of  its 
water  system.  ISTot  within  the  memory  of  any  inhabitant 
has  there  ever  been  a  time  when  you  have  had  sufiicient 
pure  water  for  your  household  use. 

The  filtration  plant,  filtration  bureau,  water  bureau, 
water  pipe  system— in  short,  the  entire  water  system  of 
Pliiladelphia — is  draining  this  City's  treasury  to  the  extent 
of  $700,000  each  year. 

It  has  cost  this  City,  from  the  installation  of  the  original 
works  in  1799  to  the  present  time,  $83,000,000  for  its 
water  system,  and  the  conservative  estimate  of  the  best 
engineers  of  the  present  day  is  that  twenty  millions  of 
this  should  be  charged  off  for  depreciation.  As  you  have 
seen,  the  bonds  for  the  loans  now"  outstanding  for  water 
purposes  amount  to  $30,903,000,  or  virtually  one-half 
of  the  present  value  of  your  entire  water  works  system, 
and  the  refunding  and  interest  charges  on  these  bonds 
make  them  cost  the  City  $1,971,925  per  year,  all  coming 
out  of  current  receipts,  and  any  schoo],  boy  can  figure  that 
these  loans  now  outstanding  will  cost  the  City,  when  re- 
tired, over  fiftv  millions  of  dollars. 
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Xotice  the  Deficits  of  the  Last  Two  Years.

In  1908  the  amount  appropriated  to  the  Water  Bu- 
reau was  $1,342,167,  and  the  amount  asked  for  bureau 
operation  alone,  for  1909,  is  $2,004,161. 

The  above,  however,  does  not  show  the  actual  deficit 
on  account  of  the  oj^eration  of  your  water  system,  as 
both  before  and  since  the  consolidation  of  the  Bureaus  of 
Water  and  of  Filtration  in  1907  many  items  were  charged 
to  the  construction  account  in  the  Filtration  Bureau  which 
should  properly  have  been  charged  to  operation  and  to 
maintenance  and  would  so  be  charged  by  any  private  cor- 
poration in  the  country. 

The  doing  away  with  all  these  expenses  would  save 
Philadelphia  $700,000  a  year. 

It  is  manifestly  imjjossible  for  this  City  to  stand  the 
drain. 

Present  Filtration  System  Already  Insufficient. 

You  have  a  filtration  system  which,  according  to  the 
original  engineering  estimate,  should  have  an  approximate 
daily  capacity  of  330  millions  gallons  of  filtered  water. 
Your  own  water  engineers  state  that  you  are  only  get- 
ting 290  millions  gallons  a  day;  225  millions  from  Tor- 
resdale,  40  millions  from  Belmont  and  25  millions  from 
Roxborough,  but  you  are  really  netting  only  about  255 
millions  gallons  a  day. 

This  is  due,  in  part,  to  what  engineers  call  "slippage" 
in  the  pumps — that  is,  no  puni])  produces  its  mathematical 
capacity  in  actual  operation.  In  1904  Major  Cassius 
E.  Gillette,  Chief  Filtration  Engineer,  made  this  estimate 
for  the  Torresdale  district: 

Daily  average  of  water  pumped 257,283,000  gallons. 

Slip       66,573,000  gallons. 

Daily  average  of  water  actually  pumped 190,710,000  gallons.. 
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And  former  Chief  Ifill.  the  man  who  planned  the  fil- 
tration system,  states  in  one  of  his  reports: 

For  1902,  the  pumps  showed  a  daily  pumpage 

of    314,000,000  g^allons. 

Probable  actual  daily  consumption 280,000,000  gallons. 

In  the  former  ease,  the  slippage  was  placed  at  twenty- 
five  per  cent  on  the  average,  and  in  the  latter  a  little  over 
eleven  per  cent. 

The  great  insufficiency  of  the  present  caeapcity  of  the 
filtration  system  is  also  easily  shown  in  addition  to  the 
"slippage"  by  the  fact  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
fully  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  filtration  beds  should  always 
be  in  the  process  of  cleansing,  and,  therefore,  should  not 
be  filtering  water  or  adding  to  the  City's  supply.  But 
your  present  filtration  capacity  is  not  sufiicient  to  allow 
this,  and  the  result  is  that  the  water  you  are  now  receiving 
as  filtered  is  not  up  to  the  standard  of  purification  that 
you  should  require. 

In  the  first  place^  because  of  lack  of  funds,  there  is  a 
lack  of  scientifi.c  oversight.  Each  bed  should  have  at 
least  one  bacteriological  analysis  each  day,  and  at  certain 
seasons,  when  the  source  of  supply  is  more  foul  and  con- 
taminated than  usual,  the  examinations  should  be  more 
frequently  made  as  well  as  your  quantitative  and  qual- 
itative analysis.  Immediately,  as  soon  as  any  bed  is  found 
foul  and  below  standard,  it  should  be  shut  off  and  cleansed, 
but  your  present  capacity  will  not  permit  this,  unless  the 
contamination  is  too  marked. 

Even  the  regular,  normal  cleansing  of  the  beds  is  not 
made  at  present  with  proper  frequency  or  regularity  to 
stop  the  entrance  of  disease-breeding  germs  into  the  mains. 

There  is  a  greater  danger  from  uncleansed  sand  filter 
beds  than  from  the  raw  water  itself  for  the  apparent 
reason  that,  after  a  period  of  filtration,  the  upper  layers 
of  sand  become  charged  with  bacilli  which,  unless  removed, 
pass  with  the  water  in  accumulating,  ever-increasing 
threatening  quantity.  To  properly  cleanse  your  present 
filtration  beds  and  with  sanitary  frequency,  the  cost  would 
be  $4.13  per  1,000,000  gallons,  and  the  fact  that  your 
20 
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City  is  to-day  paying  but  $3.50  is,  in  itself,  evidence  that 
the  City's  lack  of  funds  is  endangering  the  health  of  its 
people. 

This  is  forced  economy  at  the  cost  of  life. 

Immediate  Present  and  Future  Needs. 

In  his  annual  message  to  Councils,  on  April  2,  1905, 
Mayor  Weaver  said :  ''When  the  filtration  plant  is  com- 
pleted, we  shall  be  able  to  furnish  pure  water  as  well  as 
furnish  it  in  abundant  quantities." 

The  filtration  plant  is  finished  to  day  and  yet,  four 
years  from  the  time  when  Mayor  Weaver  made  this  state- 
ment, and  it  was  based  on  the  authority  of  the  filtration 
engineers,  there  is  already  a  demand  for  increased  supply 
and  more  filtration  beds,  and  you  have  already  undertaken 
the  preparation  of  new  filtration  beds  at  Qneen  Lane  which, 
it  is  announced,  will  have  a  capacity  of  65  millions  gal- 
lons a  day  and  for  which  you  will  borrow  $1,500,000  or 
more  ($725,000  already  authorized),  and  the  "Public 
Ledger"  said  on  May  19,  1909,  "This  plant  is  planned 
to  meet  future  needs  as  well  as  to  afford  a  safer  margin 
for  present  requirements  which  the  plants  now  in  oper- 
ation are  only  barely  capable  of  filling." 

Even  if  this  additional  work  at  Queen  lane  was  now 
completed  and  in  operation,  you  would  only  have  enough 
water  to  supply  your  needs  at  the  present  time. 

Lfow  about  five,  ten,  twenty  and  more  years  from  now, 
Avith  our  ever  increasing  population  and  ever  increasing 
area  which  must  be  supplied  ? 

The  first  of  your  present  water  loans  will  be  due  in 
ten  years  and  before  that  time  you  must  spend  millions 
of  dollars  more  on  additional  filtration  beds  and  for  oper- 
ation. 

One  of  the  most  renov.aicd  sanitary  engineers  in  the 
world,  after  a  personal  inspection  of  the  filtration  system, 
said :  "The  present  works  do  not  admit  of  a  sufficient 
supply  of  well  filtered  water  to  the  increasing  population 
of  the  City;  it  will  be  necessary  to  immediately  increase 
the  filtering  plant   (Queen  lane  is  the  first  proof  of  this 
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statement)  and  its  capacity  must  be  doubled  in  the  not  re- 
mote future  and  at  an  expense  strictly  commensurate 
with  that  already  met  by  the  City;  this  expense  taking  no 
account  of  the  renewal  of  such  portions  of  the  present 
plant  as  in  the  same  period  will  have  become  worn  out 
and  unsatisfactory." 

It  was  the  original  plan  not  to  construct  preliminary 
filters  at  Torresdale  but  to  substitute  a  system  at  Queen 
lane.  The  plan  finally  adopted,  however,  was  to  install 
the  preliminary  filters  and  not  to  construct  at  Queen  lane. 
The  increasing  demand,  though,  has  already  necessitated 
the  Queen  lane  construction  as  well. 

The  Demand  of  Increasing  Population. 

The  population  of  Philadelphia  is  on  a  steady  increase, 
and  its  elements  of  stability  contribute  to  a  probable  steady 
future  development.  Tracing  the  City's  growth  from 
1790,  you  will  find  that  the  increase  in  population  was. 
nominal  until  18-iO.  It  then  took  a  sharp  and  decided 
turn  and  commencing  with  that  year  more  than  doubled  in 
ten  years;  in  1850  it  practically  doubled  in  twenty  years; 
in  1860  it  doubled  in  thirty  years;  in  1870  it  doubled  in 
thirty  years;  and  according  to  the  census  officials,  by  1950 
we  may  expect  a  population  of  over  2,000,000,  or  nearly 
double  the  population  of  Philadelphia  when  the  present 
filtration  system  was  inaugurated,  in  1903. 

The  world's  best  engineers  agree  that  Philadelphia  has 
the  finest  sand  filtration  beds  in  the  world  and  that  your 
money  has  been  well  spent,  but  the  City  is  growing  so  fast 
that  a  few  years  will  call  for  great  and  important  enlarge- 
ments and  millions  of  dollars  to  be  expended. 

Who  is  to  find  the  money,  and  from  where  will  it  come  ? 

Do  you  want  present  needs  as  well  as  the  millions  needed 
regularly  each  year  to  come  out  of  your  pocket  by  increas- 
ing the  tax  rate  and  increasing  the  property  assessments  ? 

You  cannot  borrow  for  present  needs  as  you  are  up  to 
your  borrowing  limit  already,  and  the  increase  in  prop- 
erty valuation  will  not  keep  pace,  by  even  a  small  degree, 
with  the  ever  increasing  demands  for  more  money  for 
vour  water  system. 
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You  Need  Millions  for  New  Water  Pipes. 

And  more. 

Do  yon  know  that  your  water  mains  to-day  are  so  weak 
from  long  continued  use — they  are  old^  worn-out  mains 
now — that  they  will  not  stand  pressure,  and  that  the  j)umps 
at  your  filtration  beds  and  water  works  are  on  a  reduced 
pressure  to  keep  from  bursting  mile  after  mile  of  pipe, 
tearing  up  your  pavements,  cutting  oif  your  water  supply, 
endangering  your  fire  protection  and  entailing  property 
loss  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  and  an  additional 
City  expense  for  laying  new  pipes  of  twelve  millions  of 
dollars.  You  now  have  about  1,500  miles  of  water  mains 
and  about  1,500  fire  hydrants,  and  every  dwelling  and 
every  factory  is  now  at  the  mercy  of  the  worn-out  mains. 

The  sum  of  $40,000  was  spent  in  each  year  in  1903 
and  1904  for  water  pipe,  $100,000  was  sjDcnt  in  1905 
and  $145,000  in  1906,  and  $200,000  was  asked  for  in 
1909,  as  a  new  item,  mind  you,  and  but  a  fraction  of  this 
was  spent  for  any  work  except  as  absolutely  necessary. 

Philadelphia  spent  millions  of  dollars  on  its  inadequate, 
muddy,  germ-laden  water  that  fastened  typhoid  fever  on 
its  people  and  cost  this  City  thousands  of  lives,  besides 
imtold  thousands  of  dollars  expended  by  citizens  for  the 
purpose  of  private  household  and  factory  filters. 

Your  pipes  are  giving  off  the  typhoid  germs  with  which 
they  have  been  permeated  for  so  many  years. 

You  must  remember  that  for  years  you  have  been  send- 
ing your  dirty,  muddy,  unusable  water  through  your  old 
water  mains  until  now  the  insides  of  those  pipes  are  en- 
crusted with  a  thick,  rusty,  corroded  crust  of  hard  mud 
and  dirt  which  is  alive  with  hundreds  of  millions  of  ty- 
phoid germs.  That  coating  or  crust  cannot  be  washed 
out.  Pii)e  recently  tested  shows  that  it  is  hard  work 
to  cut  or  scrape  it  with  a  knife.  You  have  heard  of 
"flushing"  or  "washing"  these  pipes  for  a  few  days  when 
the  filtered  water  was  first  turned  on.  Such  an  operation 
only  carries  out  the  newest  or  latest  mud  deposit,  but  a 
moment's  thought  will  convince  you  that  you  can't  wash 
a  scaly  crust  of  hard  deposit. 
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'^0  matter  how  pure  your  filtered  water  may  be  when 
it  enters  these  pipes,  it'  gathers  these  typhoid  germs  by 
the  time  it  passes  from  yonr  faucet.  Your  pipes  must 
be  as  clean  and  pure  as  your  water,  but  they  are  dirty 
and  foul  with  age. 

These  facts  are  therefore  apparent: 

First. — That  the  water  system  of  Philadelphia  is  costing 
this  municipality  $700,000  a  year  in  deficit. 

Second. — Tliat  your  present  filtration  system  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  supply  the  needs  of  Philadelphia  to-day. 

Third.  That  in  the  next  few  years  this  City  must  ex- 
pend many  millions  of  dollars  more  to  increase  its  filtered 
water  outj)ut. 

Fourih. — That  the  entire  water  main  delivery  system 
of  Philadelphia  must  be  relaid  practically  new  within  the 
next  few  years  at  a  cost  of  twelve  millions  of  dollars. 

G-veai  Projecis  tlud  are  Halted. 

You  have  a  partially  completed  magnificent  Parkway 
that,  according  to  present  plans,  will  be  the  most  mag- 
nificent boulevard  in  the  world,  that  will  take  perhaps 
$25,000,000  to  complete,  but  you  have  no  prospective 
money  for  this  great  work. 

You  cannot  open  the  Torresdale  Boulevard,  which  is 
far  advanced,  because  you  hav-c  no  money  for  its  com- 
pletion. 

Your  water  front  needs  great  improvements,  new  piers, 
dredging  of  docks,  and  improved  facilities,  but  the  con- 
dition of  your  finances  is  such  that  your  maritime  com- 
merce is  actually  suffering,  to  the  City's  great  detriment. 

Under  the  present  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  this  City 
should  to-day  stop  dumping  its  sewage  into  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  rivers.  The  State  law  makes  it  imperative 
that  Philadelphia  must  change  its  entire  sewer  system. 
The  sewers  must  be  relaid  and  regraded  so  that  all  sewage 
will  be  carried  to  some  place  where  reduction  or  incin- 
erating plants  may  be  erected.  This  means  an  additional 
expense  of  millions  in  the  near  future. 

And  for  these  improvements  the  City  has  not  one  penny. 
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The  Condition  that  Calls  for  Cure. 

We  have  now  actually  proven  and  substantiated  by  the 
figures  of  the  various  City  departments  for  the  past  six 
years,  and  these  years  have  been  selected  because  1903 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  present  system  of  water  fil- 
tration, and  also  the  beginning  of  the  enormous  bond  issues 
for  that  purpose,  and  also  marks  at  the  same  time,  the  be- 
ginning of  the  serious  financial  conditions  of  this  City: 

First. — That  the  revenues  of  the  City  are  by  no  means 
sufilcient  to  pay  its  ordinary  running  expenses. 

Second.  That  the  City  to-day  has  not  enough  prospec- 
tive revenues  to  meet  its  bills. 

Third.  That  the  City  cannot  borrow  any  more  money 
for  improvements. 

Fourth.  Tliat  the  cost  of  the  money  already  borrowed 
is  eating  up  the  heart  of  your  revenues. 

Fifth. — That  each  department  of  the  City  is  being  op- 
erated at  a  loss. 

Sixth. — That  the  most  glaring  loss  is  in  your  water  sys- 
tem. 

Seventh. — Thnt  not  a  department  or  bureau  is  receiving 
a  sufficient  amount  of  money  for  its  proper  operation  and 
maintenance,   except  by  continually  borrowing. 

Eighth. — That  the  increased  revenue  from  taxation  is 
by  no  means  commensurate  with  the  steadily  increasing 
expenses. 

Nwth.  That  any  increase  in  the  tax  rate  is  much  insuffi- 
cient. 

Tenth.- — That  ihe  City  has  an  enormous  deficit  and  no 
way  to  reduce  it. 

Eleventh. — That  your  leased  properties  are  being  oper- 
ated to  the  City's  great  profit. 

The  Logical  Conclusion. 

We  propose,  therefore,  in  the  positive  belief  that  our 
proposition  will  have  the  hearty,  unanimous  support  of  the 
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ihiukng  people  of  this  City,  to  assume  the  operatiou  of 
the  entire  water  system. 

To  bear  all  of  its  expenses. 

To  not  increase  the  cost  of  water  to  the  consumers. 

To  increase  the  supply  of  pure  filtered  water  to  the  full 
capacity  as  needed  by  Philadelphia. 

To  complete  the  entire  filtration  system. 

To  repipe  the  entire  City  with  clean,  serviceable,  high 
pressure  mains. 

To  wipe  out  the  annual  deficit  by  operation  of  these 
works  of  $700,000  a  year. 

To  pay  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  twelve  millions  of 
dollars  cash,  in  three  annual  payments. 

To  pay  to  the  City  a  graduated  and  ever  increasing 
amount  each  year. 

Which,  during  the  period  of  the  lease,  will,  with  im- 
provements, amo'unt  to  $100,000,000. 

To  furnish  to  the  City,  for  municipal  use,  its  water  free. 

To  return  to  the  City  a  water  system  worth  millions 
of  dollars,  free  and  without  cost. 

Which  will  provide  immediate  money  for  the  payment 
of  all  outstanding  accounts. 

Which  will  stop  all  bond  issues  for  current  revenues. 

Which  will  enable  the  City  to  appropriate  to  its  various 
departments  and  bureaus  at  once  sufficient  money  to  op- 
erate them  pro^^erly. 

And  to  render  it  possible  for  the  present  administration 
to  give  to  Philadelphia: 

85  cent  gas. 

The  resumption  of  the  construction  of  the  magnificent 
Parkway. 

The  completion  of  the  great  Torresdale  Boulevard. 

Why  You  Can  Have  85  Cent  Gas. 

The  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  the  execution  of  this 
lease  will  enable  the  present  administration  to  provide 
for  the  people  of  Philadelphia   a  reduction  in  the  price 
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of  gas  from  $1.00  per  thousand  feet  to  85  cents  per  thou- 
sand feet,  in  addition  to  its  many  other  benefits. 

By  the  operation  of  the  present  gas  lease,  fifteen  per 
cent,  of  all  moneys  received  by  the  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company  from  the  sale  of  gas  is  paid  over  by  that 
company  to  the  City  Treasurer ;  in  other  words,  out  of 
every  dollar  that  the  consumer  pays  for  gas,  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company  receives  85  cents,  and  the 
City  15  cents,  which  money  goes  towards  the  City's  cur- 
rent revenues  and  receipts. 

The  City  has  the  option  of  taking  this  15  cents  to  itself  or 
refusing  it,  in  which  latter  event  the  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company  shall,  by  the  terms  of  its  lease,  charge  the 
consumer  direct  85  cents  per  thousand  feet. 

This  has  been  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  direct  tax  upon 
the  people  of  Philadelphia. 

And  furthermore : 

It  is  a  direct  tax  on  the  smaller  householder  only  for 
the  reason  that  this  virtual  tax  is  limited  only  to  the 
consumers  of  gas — principally  householders — and  it  is  a 
tax  which  is  avoided  by  the  owners  of  our  great  hotels, 
our  great  office  buildings,  and  our  great  buildings  in  the 
center  of  the  City  using  electricity. 

IMany  of  our  factories  and  richer  residents  of  Phila- 
delphia use  electricity  for  light  and  are  not  consumers 
of  gas  at  all,  and  do  not  contribute  to  this  tax. 

You,  who  use  gas,  pay  fifteen  per  cent,  tax  on  your  gas 
bills — you  who  use  electricity  pay  nothing. 

The  consumers  of  gas  in  this  City  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  in  1908  over  one  million  dollars  and,  during  the 
years  which  the  gas  lease  has  been  in  effect,  have  paid 
into  the  City  over  six  millions  of  dollars,  no  part  of  which 
tax  has  been  borne  by  the  users  of  electricity. 

Manifestly,  this  is  entirely  wrong,  and  it  is  wrong  in 
principle  and  wrong  in  efl^ect. 

It  is  discrimination  against  those  who  are  unable  to 
bear  this  tax  and  in  favor  of  the  wealthier  class  who  are 
able  to  install  and  use  electricity. 
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The  financial  needs  of  the  City,  however,  have  been 
snch  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  remove  this  obligation 
on  the  part  of  the  gas  consumers. 

With  the  deficit  and  annual  loss  now  entailed  by  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  present  water  system 
removed  and  out  of  the  way,  this  householders'  gas  tax  can 
be  taken  off  and  the  consumer  given  85  cent  gas,  especially 
with  the  satisfactory  solving  of  the  question  of  the  finances 
.of  Philadelphia  made  jDossible  by  the  immediate  passage  of 
the  prospective  water  lease  ordinance  and  the  securing 
of  millions  of  dollars  additional  immediate  revenue 
thereby. 

Exactly  How  This  is  Plainly  Done. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  plain  to  you  just  how  the- 
City  can  dispense  with  this  revenue  derived  from  the 
small  householders'  gas  tax,  we  again  repeat  the  figures- 
showing  the  City's  revenue  from  the  tax  as  follows : 

1903  $647,024  60    1906  $717,564  65 

1904  660,726  32    1907  768,960  55 

1905  678,938  42    1908  1,006,223  43 

Up  to  September  30,  1907,  the  City's  share  was  ten 
per  cent,  and  after  that  date  fifteen  per  cent.,  so  that 
the  large  increase  in  1907  over  1906  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  last  three  months  of  1907  were  on  the  basis- 
of  fifteen  per  cent.,  and  the  large  increase  of  1908  over 
1907  was  due  to  the  fact  that  all  of  1908  was  fifteen  per 
cent,  instead  of  ten  per  cent.,  as  formerly,  so  that  these- 
increases  are  exceptional. 

The  City's  share  stops  at  fifteen  per  cent. 

The  constant  and  rapid  increase  in  the  annual  revenues 
of  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  is  the  proof  of  the 
fact  so  w^ell  known,  that  the  consumption  of  electricity 
is  growing  faster  than  the  consumption  of  gas,  and  that, 
wherever  possible,  householders  are  installing  electricity 
in  preference  to  gas.  Any  one  familiar  with  the  building 
of  new  houses  knows  this  to  be  absolutely  true,  so  that 
this  City,  having  reached  its  maximum  percentage  of  the 
householders'  gas  tax,  has  also  practically  reached  the  max- 
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imiim  amount  of  revenue,  which  can  scarcely  ever  be  much 
in  excess  of  $1,000,000  a  year  and  may,  in  all  probability, 
fall  below  that  amount  as  the  use  of  electricity  becomes 
more  general. 

You  have  seen  that  the  actual  loss  in  the  Water  Bu- 
reau in  1908,  according-  to  the  figures  of  the  Comptroller, 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and  Water  Bureau  accounts, 
was  $667,132. 46,  and  with  the  sums  charged  to  other  bu- 
Teaus  over  $700,000.  Also,  that  the  Bureau  asks  for  1909 
the  sum  of  $2,004,161,  as  against  the  1908  appropri- 
ation of  $1,342,167,  or  an  increase  of  $661,994. 

Your  revenues  fi'om  the  sale  of  water,  previously  printed, 
were : 

1903  $3,551,181  39    1906  $3,978,557  72 

1904  3.605,780  28    1907  3,981,742  87 

1905  3,734,348  77    1908  4,195,195  17 

The  increases,  year  by  year,  were: 

1904  $54,598  89    1907  3,185  15 

1905  128,568  49    1908  213,452  30 

1906  $244,208  95 

Or  an  average  yearly  increase  of  $128,802.75. 

If  the  Bureau's  admitted  loss  in  1908  was  $667,432.46, 
if  it  asks  $661,994  more  for  1909  than  it  received  in 
1908,  in  the  face  of  the  1908  deficit,  and  if  it  doesn't 
get  it  your  filtration  suffers,  and  if  the  probable  increased 
revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  is  the  average  increase 
of  $128,802,75,  then  you  at  once  see  that  you  have  for 
1909  $1,329,426.46  of  deficit  and  increased  expenses  (not 
even  taking  into  consideration  that  the  actual  deficit  was 
over  $700,000  or  that  the  deficit  is  constantly  increasing). 
From  this  deduct  the  prospective  average  increased  revenue 
from  the  sale  of  water  of  $128,802.75  and  you  find  the 
Bureau  short  a  total  at  the  end  of  1909  of  $1,200,623.71, 
and  not  counting  the  construction,  maintenance  and  op- 
eration of  the  new  works  at  Queen  lane. 

Now,  by  relieving  the  City  of  this  great  loss  and  ex- 
pense, by  the  immediate  passage  of  the  water  lease,  the 
City  can  stop  the  householders'  gas  tax. 
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Would  jou  still  pay  your  gas  tax  of  $1,006,222.43  and 
keep  on  losing  $1,200,623.71  in  your  water  works,  or 
would  you  save  the  latter  and  get  rid  of  the  former,  which 
conies  out  of  the  gas  consumers'  pockets  only  ? 

There  can  be  but  one  answer — give  us  85  cent  gas  and 
save  the  $1,200,623.71. 

The  Safest  Proposition  Ever  Made. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  plans  and  benefits, 
we  have  submitted  to  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  a  pro- 
posed lease,  providing  as  follows: 

First.  For  the  lease  and  oj^eration  of  the  entire  water 
works  system. 

Second. — For  the  operation,  maintenance,  enlargement, 
extension  and  betterment  of  the  same. 

Third. — For  the  payment  of  $12,000,000,  in  three  equal 
annual  installments. 

Fourth. — For  the  payment  of  an  ever  increasing  yearly 
revenue,  based  on  the  consumption  of  water,  which  will 
amount  to  a  total  of  about  $50,000,000. 

Fifth. — To  expend  during  the  term  of  this  lease  on  im- 
provements probably  $50,000,000. 

Sixth. — To,  upon  returning  the  entire  system  to  the 
City,  free  of  all  cost,  have  paid  in  about  $62,000,000  in 
cash  and  to  have  increased  its  value  about  $50,000,000,  or  a 
total  direct  benefit  to  the  City  of  $112,000,000. 

Seventh.— To  return  to  the  City  all  land  and  property 
not  required  by  us  for  the  operation  of  our  lease. 

Eighth. — To  bear  all  expense  of  maintenance,  improve- 
ments, repairs  and  operation. 

Ninth. — To  enlarge,  extend,  repair,  relay  mains,  pipes 
and  services  throughout  the  entire  City. 

Tenth. — To  make  all  repairs  to  streets  and  highways 
in  accordauce  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  proper 
•departments. 

Eleventh. — To  pay  the  City  for  all  supplies  on  hand. 

Twelfth.— To   immediately  upon  passage  of  the   lease 
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and  execution  of  the  agreement,  and  before  taking  pos- 
session of  the  water  works  system,  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  City  our  surety  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  million  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  operation  of  the  water  works. 

Thirteenth.— To  maintain  a  standard  of  filtered  water 
to  be  determined  by  the  City's  Engineers. 

Fourteenth. — To  sell  all  water  on  the  basis  of  the 
present  City  rates. 

Fifteenth. — At  no  time  to  install  water  meters,  now  pro- 
hibited by  law. 

Sixteenth. — To  be  subject  to  the  Mayor,  City  Councils 
and  the  Inspector  of  Water. 

Seventeenth.- — To  supply  free  water  for  all  public  build- 
ings, public  hospitals,  fire  and  police  stations,  fire  hydrants 
and  for  the  flushing  of  streets. 

Eighteenth.- — To  extend  distributing  mains  and  pipes 
upon  the  request  of  consumers. 

Ninetepnth. — To  neither  have  control  over  nor  respon- 
sibility for  the  high  pressure  fire  service. 

Twentieth.- — To  insure  against  loss  by  fire  all  buildings, 
fixtures  and  machinery  used  by  the  company. 

Twenty- first.  To-  pay  to  the  City,  apart  from  the  grad- 
uated increasing  rentals,  $10,000  per  year  for  main- 
taining the  office  of  Inspector  of  Water.

at  the  same  time  doing  this  by  making  it  possible  for  you 
to  have — 

$12,000,000  ready  money. 

$50,000,000  in  cash,  during  the  term  of  the  lease. 
$50,000,000  in  betterments  to  your  water  system. 
Abundant  pure  filtered  water. 
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No  increase  in  the  water  rate. 
No  water  meters. 
85  cent  gas. 

The  immediate  reorganization  of  your  City's  finances. 
Immediate  money  for  all  departments. 
The  resumption  of  the  completion  of  the  Parkway. 
The  completion  of  the  Torresdale  Boulevard. 
No  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 
No  increase  in  property  assessments. 
No  more  hond  issues  for  current  expenses. 
And  placing  you  on  a  financial  basis  that  is  safe,  sound 
and  sure,  for  years  to  come.

The  increase  in  the  amount  subject  to  appropriation  for 
the  year  1910  over  that  of  1909,  after  deducting  the  lawful 
obligations,  which  show  an  increase  of  $706,583.43,  of 
which  $208,000  is  an  additional  allotment  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  by  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate,  is  only 
$467,531.75,  The  gross  amount  reported  for  appropria- 
tion, before  deducting  the  lawful  obligations,  shows  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  year,  1909,  of  $1,174,115   18. 

The  increased  lawful  obligations,  principally  due  to  the 
issue  of  loans  for  permanent  improvements  and  the  acqui- 
sition of  property  for  various  municipal  purposes,  the  latter 
of  which  has  been  accumulating  and  increasing  in  value  at 
the  rate  of  nearly  $3,500,000  annually  for  the  last  ten  years 
until  the  total  assessed  valuation  by  the  Board  of  Eevision 
of  Taxes  of  the  City's  holdings  on  August  1,1909,  amounted 
to  $93,309,044,  which  amount  of  real  estate  holdings  is  in 
excess  of  the  entire  net  debt  of  the  City  by  the  sum  of 
013,362,473.78.  The  above,  together  with  the  increased  de- 
mands for  municipal  improvements  from  all  sections  and 
in  all  forms,  caused  by  a  healthy,  progressive  development 
particularly  in  the  suburban  and  rural  wards,  can  no  longer 
be  ignored  and  is  a  serious  financial  problem  that  demands

VLie.  The  subject  of  increased  income  prevails  to  a  large 
extent  in  many  municipalities  and  seriously  confronts  the 
legislative  bodies  how  to  acquire  sufficient  revenue  for  ex- 
tensions and  betterments  without  resorting  to  loans,  which 
should  never  be  issued  except  for  permanent  improvements, 
and  which  invariably  produces  an  increase  in  assessed  valu- 
ations and  thereby  increased  taxation  to  meet  the  interest 
and  sinking  fund  upon  the  capital  invested. 

When  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact  that  there  was 
a  surplus  of  $2,295,745.89  available  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  for  appropriation,  together  with  $1,500,000,  out 
of  a  loan  to  be  negotiated  to  which  improvements  of  a 
permanent  character  are  to  be  charged,  thereby  releasing 
for  appropriation  from  the  $2,000,000  Mandamus  Fund 
set  aside  for  that  purpose  from  current  funds  at  least 
$1,000,000  more,  making  a  total  of  $3,295,745.89  in  excess 
of  the  amount  appropriated  to  the  different  departments  for 
the  year  1909,  it  is  very  forcibly  emphasized  that  it  will  re- 
quire an  intelligent  and  inquisitorial  study  on  the  part  of 
your  honorable  bodies  how  to  obtain  the  minimum  of  appro- 
priation for  the  efficient  administration  of  each  and  every 
department,  to  reduce  expenditures,  and  to  inaugurate 
economies  in  maintenance  that  will  effect  a  saving  suffici- 
ent for  appropriation  out  of  the  current  revenues,  both  for 
maintenance  and  betterments.  The  problem  is  capable  of 
solution,  and  economies  can  be  accomplished. 

FnnrJed  Belt. 

The  gross  funded  debt  on  January  1,  1909,  was 
$88,770,220.22.  This  was  further  increased  by  the  sale  of 
$1,500,000  of  the  $13,500,000  loan  of  February  9,  1907, 
and  $750  of  unclaimed  matured  loans  returned  by  the 
Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank,  fiscal  agent  of  the 
City.  The  redemptions  since  January  1st,  were  $2,000  of 
unclaimed  matured  loans,  leaving  on  August  1st  a  gross 
funded  debt  of  $90,268,970.22. 

The  City  securities  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  on  Jan- 
uary 1st  last  amounted  to  $9,135,200.  This  has  been  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  $1,187,200,  making  the  total 
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amount  held  on  August  1st  of  $10,322,400,  leaving  the  net 
debt,  $79,946,570.22.

The  above  list  of  payments  by  Mandamus  executions  to 
August  1st,  includes  a  number  of  writs  issued  in  settlement 
of  permanent  municipal  improvements,  notably  the  Boule- 
vards, Parkway,  Pennypack  Creek,  Fairmount  Park  ex- 
tension. The  Plaza,  Broad  Street  and  Oregon  Avenue,  and 
the  opening  of  Spring  Garden  street  from  Fifth  to  Sixth 
streets,  which  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,033,331.06. 
As  the  payment  for  these  improvements  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  loan  .of  July  1,  1909,  in  the  sum  of  $1,500,000, 
the  mandamus  fund  will  be  reimbursed  to  that  extent  after 
the  negotiation  of  said  loan. 

The  available  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City  up  to  the 
seven  per  centum  limitation,  is  $6,938,873.49,  which  will 
be  materially  reduced  after  August  17th,  the  date  for  open- 
ing bids  and  awarding  of  loan  now  advertised,  and  will 
not  be  increased  until  after  January  1,  1910,  when  the 
estimated  increase  due  to  redemption  of  loans,  and  in- 
creased assessed  valuation  will  be  about  $6,543,783.78. 

The  results  of  the  business  of  the  City  for  the  seven 
months  to  August  1,  1909,  exhibit  an  estimated  surplus  of

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

For  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  thirty  (30) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 
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Item  4,  For  the  pa_ymeHt  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  cents. 

Item  5,  For  the  care  of  the  jDnblic  highways  the  sum  of 
four   (4)   cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)   cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  Property 
the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners 

the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munic- 
ipality the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  of  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por- 
tions marked  "rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  Tliat  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  March,  a  discount  of  one  y)er 
cent,  shall  be  allowed  ;  after  the  last  day  of  March  a  dis- 
count at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discounts  shall  be 
allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.     If  paid  after 
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the  31st  clay  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  clay  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  Is'ovember,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remainino,-  unpaid  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  ad- 
dition or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  aclvertis- 
ing  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Keceiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from  day 
to  day,  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicious  place  in  the 
Tax  Office,  the  aniount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance.
